8„ As of the fiHng of this complaint, SPRC has not received the requested records 
or an acknowledgment of the appeal from Treasury. 

9. SPRC has exhausted its administrative remedies pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 
§552(a)(6)(A)(ii). 
WHEREFORE, SPRC respectftilly requests the Court: 

L To take jurisdiction of this cause of action; 

2. To order Treasury to immediately release the requested records;
